Here is a capsule 
account of the extent of your coverage under the basic Ontario 
health insurance plan (OHIP) if you should become ill or have 


an accident outside Ontario. 


1. Hospital Costs under OHIP 


Hospitalization in another 
province: 

OHIP will pay to the per diem 
tate accepted in Ontario at the 
standard-ward level inclusive of 
standard-ward room, meals and 
most services. Remember each 
Canadian province recognizes 
the other's rates. 
Hospitalization in the 
United States: 


Claims are settled by OHIP on 
two different bases depending on 
the individual's case. 

(i) For elective or non-emergency 
admissions, OHIP will pay 
75% of standard-ward rate 
charged by both the hospital 
and the extra charges for 
insured services covered 
by the plan. 

(ii) For emergency (unexpected) 
admission, such as care fol- 
lowing a car accident ora 
heart attack, OHIP will pay 
100% of the charges. 

Points to remember for 

U.S. hospitals: 


© Most U.S. hospitals charge room 
rate plus the cost of services 
Such as operating room, blood, 
drugs and x-ray. 
Room rates plus the cost of * 
extra Services vary greatly, 
from $25.00 per day to more

directly.

must pay his hospital bill and then 
seek reimbursement from OHIP. 

OHIP will refund the hospital 
costs to the subscriber upon 
presentation of evidence of his 
hospitalization. 

OHIP pays all hospital charges 
at the standard-room level for 
care in countries where these 
charges do not exceed Ontario's, 
e.g. Britain, Spain, France, Italy, 
China, Russia, and Israel. A good 
idea is to check out hospital/ 
medical costs in the country in 
which you wish to travel. 

Only when the subscriber is 
unable to pay the hospital's bill 
on the spot does OHIP. Pay it 
directly. Arrangements for OHIP 
making the payment must be made 
by the subscriber. 

2. Other Hospital Costs 
under OHIP 


(i) Psychiatric and tuberculosis 
care: 

Benefits are limited to 60 days 
of care if an insured Ontario 
resident must be admitted to a 
tuberculosis sanitorium or psychi- 
atric hospital outside Ontario. 

(ii) Ambulance service: 

OHIP will pay 75% of the 
charges if the amount is not more 
than that charged for the same 
service in Ontario. To obtain 
reimbursement the patient should 
show a receipt showing the 
number of miles transported and 
a Certificate signed by a doctor 
Stating that ambulance services 
were justified. 

3. Doctors’ Costs under OHIP 

OHIP will pay doctors’ fees in 
foreign countries exactly as it 
would in Ontario, i.e.90% of « 
Ontario’s accepted medical fee 
schedule.

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TODAY’S HEALTH 


Vacationers should watch- 
forOntario health hazards 


by David Woods 


If you're vacationing in Ontario, 
this year you can be reasonably 
sure you won't have to grapple with 
crocodiles or beriberi, or with 
some of the exotic perils found in 
other parts of the world. 

Nonetheless, there are health 
hazards to contend with here at 
vacation time, even if you don’t 
venture very far afield. 

To start with, there’s the journey 
itself. Getting there may be half the 
fun, but in July and August espe- 
cially, if you're going by car, re- 
member the highways are crowdsd 
with vacationers. Before setting out, 
make sure that your car has been 
thoroughly serviced. During the 
journey, wear seatbelts. Share the 
driving if possible. And stop at 
regular intervals for a brief rest. If 
you can avoid doing so, never drive 
when you're tired. 

Once you arrive at your destina- 
tion there are a few simple precau- 
tions you can take to safeguard 
yourself — and your vacation: 


© Find out where the nearest med- 
ical facilities are located. 

© Keep a basic first aid kit handy 

and know how to use it. 

Check that the water (for drink- 

ing and/or swimming in) is safe. 

If you swim, do it in company 

rather than on your own. 

Sailors should check the weather 

forecast before weighing anchor. 

And always wear a lifejacket.

@ Watch out for the various haz- 
ards you may run into “off the 
beaten track.” 

Be sure the “mushrooms” you 
pick really are mushrooms — not 
toadstools. And watch out for 
poison ivy, a low-growing plant 
easily recognized by its green leaves 
that grow in groups of three. The 
skin area that has been in contact 
with poison ivy should be washed 
promptly with strong household 
soap and treated with calamine lo- 
tion. If the skin is seriously affected, 
see a doctor. 

Fortunately, Ontario has only 
one species of poisonous snake — 
the massassauga rattler. If you're 
going to the area it inhabits, a 20- 
mile wide strip along the shore- 
lines of Georgian Bay and Lakes 
Huron and Erie, be sure you know 
where the local antivenin depot is 
located. 


Foxes, skunks, bats and rac- 
coons, as well as other species of 
Ontario wildlife, may have rabies 
and you should keep a prudent 
distance between them and you. If 
you should happen to get bitten by 
a suspect rabid animal, see a physi- 
cian immediately. And, if you're 
taking your own dogs or cats on 
vacation, have them vaccinated 
against rabies at least 30 days 
before you leave home. 

To avoid being harmed on your 
vacation, be sure to be armed with 
against any possible 


awareness 
hazards.

Northern beauty found at Sharbot Lake 


Provincial parks abound in 
eastern Ontario, and the number 
where vacationers can spend 

a day or week is increasing 

all the time. 


Sharbot Lake is one of 
this area's smaller "recreation 
parks," providing a refreshing 
stopover for transient campers, 
scenic beauty, horizon-sweep- 
ing lookouts and an outdoor 
type of experience comparable 
to the larger "natural environ- 
ment" parks. 

The park is located on 
Sharbot and Black Lakes, mid- 
way between Peterborough and 
Ottawa on Hwy. 7 three miles 
west of Hwy. 38. 

Sharbot Lake is another 
of eastern Ontario's "shield" 
parks and features the pines 
and rock croppings of the 
northland. 

Within the park are 191 
campsites. Along Black Lake 
is a group of sites capable of 
accomodating most types of 
recreational equipment, in- 
cluding large trailers.

Is there a recipe for fun, relaxa- 


tion and exercise with no fancy 
equipment and little or no cost? 
Yes, there is: you — and just add 


water! 

Swimming is one of the best 
formulas for health. It expands the 
lungs, exercises the heart and 
muscles and just makes you feel 
good, generally 

But, ~s is evidenced by the 500 
or so drownings that occur in On- 
fario each year, it can also be a 
dangerous sport — one in which 
it's truly vital to look before you 
leap. Here are some ways to make 
swimming safer 
® Make sure that the water you 

plan to swim in has a firm, safe 

bottom with no obstacles like 
rocks or weeds and no strong 
currents. 
© Never dive into a swimming pool 
without checking the water level 
immediately before, or into 
shallow water. 
Always swim in the company of 
another person, no matter how 
good a swimmer you may be. 
There might be a time when 
you'll need help close at hand. 
Avoid swimming after dark, 
during a storm or immediately 
following a heavy meal. 
© Make sure that children playing 
near a body of water are con- 
stantly supervised. Never let the 
children who can't swim rely on 
inflatable toys or makeshift rafts.

Reeve Lyons said council 
had been waiting since Nov- 
ember, 1974 for detailed maps 
of the project. Council de- 
cided the importance of the 
plan necessitated an extension 


of the deadline. 
Reeve Lyons volunteered 
to urge Clarke Rollins, MPP to 


request a lifting of the "boil 
the water order" which has 
been in effect since 1965. A 
letter from the Regional Di- 
rector of the Ministry of the 
Environment stated the order 
would remain until the Health 
Department approves the new 
water system. Council is 


anxious to have the order lifted 
for the area of the planned sub- 
division west of Pearl Street. 
Council also agreed to 
support a venture by the As- 
sociation of Municipalities of 
Ontario. The AMO plans to 
fight the increased rates pro- 
posed by Ontario Hydro. These 
increases will total a 95 per- 
cent increase in the next 
three years. The resolution from 
AMO calls for a justification 
of these increases by Ontario 
Hydro. It also calls on local 
consumers and municipalities 
to register their concern with 
their provincial representative.

Ontario Hydro program 
to protect aquatic life 


Ontario Hydro is undertaking a 
$5 million program aimed at 
minimizing the effect its 
future thermal-electric generat- 
ing stations will have on the 
aquatic environment. 

It has hired a team of 
consultants to carry out bio- 
logical aspects of the study 
relating to fish and plant life 
and plans to make use of this 
information to develop an im- 
proved once-through water 
cooling system for the stations. 

One team will determine 
the effects the present system 
has had on organisms entrained 
in the cooling water, the 
best means of reducing the im- 
pact of this water on aquatic 


communities and the compar- 
ison between on-shore and 
off-shore discharges on lake 
ecosystems. 

A second team will carry 
out studies pertaining to fish 
residency and spawning acti- 
vity in relation to the influences 
of heated discharges. A third 
croup will investigate fish 
movements in the vicinity of 
the submerged intakes of cool- 
ing water systems, plus provide 
recommendations for upgrading 
the design of present screening 
and fish handling devices. 

Hydro's Research Div- 
ision will also expand its 
aquatic biology studies per- 
taining to thermal discharges.

In December of 1973, 
shortly after moving to Deser- 
onto | was asked and agreed 
to become a member of the 
Deseronto Recreation Commit- 
tee.

Included on the regis- 
tration form was a question 
directed to the parents which 
read "Would you be willing 
to umpire or coach?" Out of 
125 children registered we 
received one YES fo this 
question. Steve Hefferman 
drew up large size posters 
advertising House League Ball 
and displayed them in a number 
of local stores. The main 
objective was to stir up enough 
interest among the town people 
willing and able to participate. 
The results were negative as 
far as the parents were con- 
cerned. 


Only for the young 
adults of Deseronto the league 
would never have got off the 
ground.

We 
were hoping that some parents 
would come forward once they 
saw the write-ups in the 
Scanner and especially when 
they saw the interest that their 
children had shown. 

We acquired enough 
coaches in the young adults to 
handle 8 of the 10 teams play- 
ing but we were lacking proper 
supervision for the boys league 
10 - 13 age group.

Copies of The County, written 
by Richard and Janet Lunn, 
are in short supply due to an 
increased interest in local his- 
tory. 


The book, a joint venture 
of the Prince Edward County 
Council and the County Histor- 
ical Society, was published in 
1967. The county received a 
grant of $20,000 to produce 
the book as a Centennial pro- 
ject. 


Bob Boyce, the former 
Reeve of Wellington, suggested 
to Dave Taylor who was pres- 
ident of the Historical Society 
that he commission the Lunns 
to do the writing. Janet Lunn 
began researching the material 
in 1966 and she and Richard 
shared the writing. .The short 
time alloted for the book caused 
some problems, but the Lunns 
were anxious to be involved. 


"The rush to get the book 
completed meant there was no 
time for an index or table of 
contents. There is a lot that 
could have been included and 
it could have been better writ- 
ten. oo 


We wrote the book prim- 
arily because Richard has, as 
everyone born here does, a 
great affection for the county." 
Janet said. 


The first step in writing the book 


was to visit the archives in Tor- 
onto and Ottawa. They also 
read several books on the area 
and the Loyalists and Quakers 
who settled it. Janet travelled 
the county talking to long-time 
residents as well as copying 
material from old diaries and 
letters.

Alcohol abuse costs taxpayers 


by Dayid Woods 


The facts about alcohol-related 
illness in Ontario are pretty sober- 
ing in themselves. They don't need 
to be dramatized by any old- 
fashioned hellfire preaching. 

To start with, alcohol is  ex- 
tremely expensive. but relatively 
speaking it is not expensive to buy. 
For although some would argue 
that $7.00 for a bottle of spirits is 
pretty steep. the true cost of 
“booze” has actually declined as a 
percentage of disposable income 
over the past couple of decades 

No, the really staggering costs of 
alcohol can be seen in our health 
care bill 


As Ontario’s Minister of Health, 
Frank Miller, put it in a speech 
recently: “The Ontario taxpayer 


forked out $89 million through 
general public hospitals in 1971 for 
illnesses related to alcohol . . . that, 
plus another $17 million through 
the mental hospital system; about 
$9 million through the Family 
Benefits Act, and more than $11 
million through Children’s Aid 
Societies, for alcohol-related 


problems.” 
Those are some of the visible 
costs. It you add to them physi- 


cians’ fees, the fact that alcohol 
plays a part in half of all traffic 
accidents in Ontario, and the enor- 
mous losses to industry of alcohol- 
related absenteeism, the price we're 
paying for alcoho! is truly astro- 


nomicals 
On the issue of productivity — 
or the lack of it — alone, the 


Addiction Research Foundation es- 
timates that 14 million person 
hours are lost each year in Ontario 
because of alcohol. Even if you 
total that up at the minimum hourly 
wage, it would add up to a large 


amount. 
But behind all those dollar fig-

personal statistics. In Ontario to- 
day, close to 300,000 people drink 
enough alcohol to endanger their 
health. Of these, more than 145,000 
have reached a stage of alcoholic 
illness. 

The solution isn’t to ban “booze” 
or to tax it out of reach of the 
average person: rather it is simply 
to emphasize that alcohol is a 
chemical that, if it is not used sen- 
sibly and in moderation, can very 
easily become addictive and harm- 
ful. The step between regular or 
heavy social drinking and total 
dependence really isn’t very great. 

As the Ministry of Health’s re- 
cently-introduced alcohol informa- 
tion program points out: “Mix a 
little thinking with your drinking. 
Ask yourself why you drink, when, 
how much — and on how many 
more occasions than you did, say, 
a year ago.” That way, you may be 
able to head off a very costly 
problem.

MILK PRODUCERS 


Blake Sanford, Co-ordinator for 
Region 3(Ontatio) National 
Farmers Union says that industrial 
milk producers are angry over the 
increased levy paid by them, 
from 45 cents to 90 cents per 
cwt. 

The federal government 
announced in April, a 5-year 
long-term dairy policy that set 
a target price of $ll.02 per cwt 
to the producers for industrial 
milk and set the export levy at 
45 cents per cwt. The export 
levy is the amount that pro- 
ducers pay for exporting sur- 
plus dairy products, mainly 
skim milk powder. 

It has been the policy 
of the Canadian Dairy Com- 
mission to hold back the levy 
from subsidy payments due to 
producers, but under the new 
policy the levy is deducted 
from the producer's income by 
the Ontario Milk Marketing 
Board before the monthly pay- 
ment cheque is issued.

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Challenge and satisfaction 
for Band Administrator 


Elton Brant, Band Administrator 
for the Tyendinaga Reserve, has 
been working to bring order out 
of confusion and to a large 
extent he is succeeding. 

His main obstacle is try- 
ing to work within the sometimes- 
muddled legal framework of the 
Indian Act. 
Brant this is only possible be- 
cause of the good working re- 
lationship he has with the Band 


According to Mr. 


Council. 

"When | took this position 
a little over two years ago, 
things were pretty unorganized. 
The people here were very 
capable in their work, but their 
exact duties were not defined. 
We have now developed job de- 
scriptions and salary schedules 
and things are running much more 
smoothly. 

My main task is to carry 
out the policies of the Band 
Council, 
decisions and | implement them.

Fortunately, to this point we have 


worked well together. Since 


Band Administrator 


Elton Brant, 


coming here | have only had to 
fire one person which shows we 


are pretty stable, " he said. 


Mr. Brant was born on 
the reserve and went to school 
in what is now the Band Office, 
before going on to high school in 
Belleville. He majored in native 
studies and sociology at Trent 
University and was hired as 
Band Administrator immediately 
after receiving his B.A. 


"The terms of reference 
for this position were drawn up 
by the Band Council. While the 
work is similar, as Band Admin- 
istrator | probably have more 
duties than a municipal clerk 
due to my admistrative function. 
Council gave me the power to 
hire and fire and to manage all 
group activities, programs and 


personnel, " Mr. Brant said. 


The two main problems 
of the Band Administrator are 
working within the confines of 
the Indian Act and witha 
council that may change entirely 
every two years. Indian reserv- 
ations are governed by federal 
law(Indian Act) which takes 


precedent over provincial statutes. 


The elections for Band Council 
means that every two years, 
the council staff could be 
working for a new boss. 

"We have a very con- 
fusing legal framework. Council 
is, in some cases not accepted 
as a legal body. in relation to

According to Doug 
Tipper, Hastings County agri- 
cultural representitive, the 
outbreak is the worst in more 
than ten years. He said the 
increased activity of the worms 
may be caused by the weather 
and a lack of predators.

the program. A variety of 
factors will determine the pay- 
out per cow: the minimum 

price guarantee established, 
the weighted average market 
price, the number of calves 
from 100 cows, and the average 
calf weight. In the Ontario 
Beef Calf Income Stabilization 
plan, payments will be based 
on a 450-Ib. calf and an 85 
percent calf drop. A price 
guarantee of 50 cents a pound 
has been established for stocker 
calves for the current year. 


Participating producers 
will be required to pay an annual 
fee per beef cow registered in 
the program. For 1975, this fee 
will be $5.00 per cow. 


The enrollment period for 
eligible producers for this year 
will be July 15 to Aug. 31,1975. 
Interested farmers will be able 
to pick up application forms 
from the local Agricultural 
Representatives office.
